This bill embraces the ninety-two rules found in this 
pamphlet adopted for the guidance of the superintendent of 
public works and the police patrolmen appointed by him in 
the discharge of their official duties; likewise the rules for 
the safe navigation of the state reservoirs, and providing for 
the proper sanitation of the lands in and adjacent to the 
same. 


These rules or laws, it is believed, will go far towards 
the betterment of the social, moral and sanitary conditions 
in and around all of the state reservoir parks.

In accordance with an act of the General Assembly of 
the State of Ohio, passed May 19, 1915, the following Rules 
and Regulations relative to the Control and Management of 
the Public Parks of the State are hereby promulgated. 


All persons operating boats on said Public Parks, or 
having cottages and boat landings on state lands adjacent 
thereto, are hereby notified and required to be governed 
accordingly, under the penalties therein provided. 


These Rules and Regulations became effective from and 
after August 19, 1915. ;

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LAWS RELATING TO THE CONTROL AND 
MANAGEMENT OF STATE PARKS AND 
PLEASURE RESORTS. 


(Section numbers relate to the General Code of Ohio) 


DEDICATION. 


Sec. 469. The body of water and adjacent state lands in 
Licking, Fairfield and Perry counties, known as the Licking 
reservoir or Buckeye Lake; the body of water and adjacent 
state lands in the northwestern part of Logan county, known 
as the Lewistown reservoir or Indian Lake; the body of 
water and adjacent lands owned by the state in the county 
of Mercer, known as the Celina Grand Reservoir; the bodies 
of water and adjacent lands owned by the state consisting 
of the Summit county lakes and reservoirs of the Ohio canal, 
known as the Portage-Summit reservoir, together with the 
Summit Lake and sufficient of the Summit level of the Ohio 
Canal to maintain the present water level of Summit and 
Nesmith lakes and the body of water and exterior lands 
adjacent thereto that are included in the reservoir constructed 
by the board of public works in Coventry township for the 
purpose of supplying water for the Ohio canal, known as 
“North reservoir,” all situated in Summit county, are hereby 
dedicated and set apart forever for the use of the public, as 
public parks or pleasure resorts. The bodies of water men- 
tioned in this section shall, in the order in which they are 
described, be named and designated as follows: “Buckeye 
Lake,” “Indian Lake,” “Lake St. Marys” and the “Portage 
Lakes.” 


Sec. 470. The lakes named in the preceding section 
shall, at all times, be open to the public as resorts for recre- 
ation and pleasure, including hunting, fishing and boating, 
but the privileges of hunting and fishing shall be subject to 
the fish and game laws of the state, and the boating privi- 
leges shall be subject to the rules and regulations prescribed 
by the superintendent of public works. 
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Sec. 471. No state lands in or adjacent to Buckeye 
Lake, Indian Lake, Lake St. Marys, or Portage Lakes shall 
ever be sold, but the superintendent of public works may 
lease such lands, including marginal strips and marsh lands 
around said lakes, the outer slopes of artificial embankments, 
islands, borrow pits and state lands adjacent thereto as he 
deems proper under the laws covering the leasing of canal 
lands. 

Sec. 472. All lakes, reservoirs and state lands heretofore 
or that may hereafter be dedicated and set apart for the use 
of the public for park or pleasure resort purposes, shall be 
under the control and management of the superintendent of 
public works, who shall protect, maintain and keep them in 
repair. The superintendent of public works shall have the 
power to make such alteration or changes thereof, and to 
construct such dikes, wharves, landings, docks or other 
works, and construct and maintain roads and drives in, upon 
and around such parks, and to the nearest improved public 
highways to afford reasonable and convenient access of the 
public thereto, and the superintendent of public works may, 
subject to the approval of the attorney general, acquire by 
gift, purchase or by appropriation proceedings under the pro- 
visions of this act on behalf of the state, such real or per- 
sonal property, rights or privileges as may be necessary in his 
judgment for the use and maintenance of such public parks, 
drives, roadways, docks, landings, wharves or other improve- 
ment or convenience of the public. The value of such real 
estate or personal property, together with the cost of appro- 
priation, where appropriation proceedings are necessary, shall 
be paid out of the funds derived from the sale of special 
privileges and from leases of state land in and adjacent to 
the park or pleasure resort for which. such purchase or ap- 
propriation is made, or when such costs exceed one thousand 
dollars, for any such park in any one year, then out of 
moneys in the general revenue fund appropriated for such 
purposes, but no expense for these purposes shall be incurred 
until the general assembly has first appropriated the money 
therefor. 

The superintendent of public works shall maintain such 
police regulations and enforce all needed rules for the gov- 
ernment of the public parks as may be prescribed by law. 

Sec, 473. The superintendent of public works shall keep 
a separate account of all revenues derived from leases of 
state land in and adjacent to such parks or pleasure resorts, 
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likewise of all funds derived from the sale of special priv- 
ileges in connection therewith, and shall credit, in a separate 
account, to each park or pleasure resort, all moneys derived 
from the lease of land or sale of special privileges in con- 
nection therewith. 

Sec. 475. The superintendent of public works may ap- 
point police patrolmen to preserve order and protect the 
public at any such reservoir and adjacent state land and 
prescribe their compensation not to exceed sixty dollars per 
month, and such police patrolmen shall have the same power 
and authority as constables in the discharge of their official 
duties, and their jurisdiction shall be co-extensive with the 
counties touching or including any portion of such public 
park or pleasure resort. > 

Sec. 476. Before entering upon the duties of his office, 
each police patrolman shall give bond to the state of not 
less than five hundred dollars, nor more than one thousand 
dollars, to be fixed by the superintendent of public works 
and approved by him, conditioned for the faithful and dili- 
gent discharge of his duties, and take an oath of office, 
which oath shall be endorsed on the back of the bond. Such 
bond shall be filed and safely kept in the office of the treas- 
urer of state. 

Sec. 477. All revenues derived from the granting of 
leases of lands, docks, boat landings and other special priv- 
ileges connected with the state parks or pleasure resorts 
shall be covered into the treasury of the state to the credit 
of the general revenue fund. 

Sec. 478. The superintendent of public works shall col- 
lect or cause to be collected, all rentals for leases of state 
lands, pipe permits, boat licenses, dock licenses in state parks 
and moneys for ‘special privileges of any nature in or adja- 
cent to such parks and shall keep such accounts in separate 
books to be provided for that Purpose, and in transmitting 
such funds to the state treasurer he shall accompany them 
with a separate statement, giving the names of persons from 
whom and for what Purpose such moneys were collected, 
and to what park or pleasure resort such funds are to be 
credited, and shall furnish a duplicate statement to the 
auditor of state. 

Sec. 479. Repealed. 

SEc. 480. All moneys derived from such fees shall be 
credited to the general state funds and, upon the payment 
of such fees, the superintendent of public works shall issue 
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a written permit, to be signed by him, authorizing such per- 
son, persons or corporation to maintain and operate the boats 
or watercraft, for which such fees have been paid, upon the 
waters of such public park or pleasure resorts, canals and 
feeders, in the manner prescribed in such permit. Such 
permit shall be revoked by the superintendent of public 
works on proof that such boat or boats are used for illegal 
purposes. 


Sec. 481. In carrying out the provisions of the preced- 
ing two sections the superintendent of public works. shall 
procure suitable metal plates, numbered consecutively, to be 
issued annually to persons using boats on the water of such 
public parks, canals and feeders, for which the fees pro- 
vided for therein shall be charged. No person shall main- 
tain or operate a boat on the waters of any such public park 
or pleasure resort, canal or feeder thereto, without first 
obtaining the permit provided for by such sections and with- 
out displaying, at all times, such metal plates, in a conspicu- 
ous manner, upon the side or end of his boat, unobscured by 
paint or other covering. Any person violating any of the 
provisions of this section shall be fined not less than ten 
dollars nor more than fifty dollars, and stand committed 
until such fine and costs are paid. Justices of the peace shall 
have final jurisdiction within their respective counties in all 
cases of violation of this section, and neither party shall be 
entitled to a trial by jury. 


Sec. 482. Every police patrolman appointed by the super- 
intendent of public works to preserve order and protect the 
public, in accordance with -these provisions may arrest on 
view or warrant and bring to justice a person violating any 
of the foregoing provisions, and if, in making an arrest, it 
is necessary for such patrolman to take possession of and 
hold a boat or boats or other property, he shall not be held 
liable for the loss of or any damage done such. boat or boats 
or other property taken and held by reason of the failure of 
the owner or owners thereof to comply with the provisions 
hereof, provided ordinary care is exercised in the handling 
of such property, and no person shall take possession of a 
boat or other property which has been taken in charge by a 
police patrolman or other officer as herein provided, until 
such patrolman or officer has released it. Any person violat- 
ing any of the provisions of this section shall be fined in any 
sum not less than five dollars nor more than twenty-five 
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dollars, and shall stand committed until such fine and costs 
are paid. 

Sec, 483. The superintendent of public works shall 
cause to be inspected all boats and watercraft maintained 
and operated in or upon the waters of any such state reser- 
voir, lakes, canals and feeders, and may condemn any such 
boat or watercraft deemed by him unsafe for the carrying 
of passengers, and the owner of a boat or watercraft so 
condemned who offers it for hire shall be fined not less than 
ten dollars nor more than one hundred dollars, and stand 
committed until such fine and costs are paid, and the permit 
issued to such person shall be revoked and annulled. 

Sec. 484. Nothing herein shall interfere with or affect 
the use of any state reservoir or lake dedicated or set apart 
as a public park or pleasure resort, for canal reservoir pur- 
poses, nor shall the superintendent of public works be re- 
stricted in any manner from making such repairs and im- 
provements thereon as he may from time to time deem neces- 
sary for maintaining their safety and usefulness for canal 
purposes. The authority for the superintendent of public 
works to manage and control such reservoir or lakes, for 
canal purposes, shall remain and be the same as if no dedi- 
cation of such reservoir or lake for park and pleasure resort 
purposes had been made. 

Sec. 485. All laws for the protection of fish, birds and 
game, as relating to inland rivers and streams of the state, 
shall apply to all state reservoirs, canals and public parks. 

Sec. 486. The superintendent of public works shall in- 
clude in his annual report to the governor a statement set- 
ting forth his action on all matters pertaining to the man- 
agement and control of all state reservoirs, lakes and lands 
set apart for public parks or pleasure resorts, which state- 
ment shall include a statement of the receipts and expendi- 
tures on account thereof. 

Sec. 486-1. It shall be expressly understood that in any 
law of this state where the term “board of public works,” 
or “canal commission” appears, that the term “superintendent 
of public works” is hereby substituted,

(House Bill No. 456.) . 


AN ACT 


To provide for the control and management of the public 
parks of the state; to define the duties of police patrol- 
men and to establish rules for the navigation of the state 
reservoirs by power or sail boats, and all other water 
craft located. or operated thereon, and to repeal section 
479 of the General Code. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Ohio: 


Section 1. The following rules are hereby adopted for 
the guidance of the superintendent of public works and of 
the police patrolmen appointed by said superintendent, in the 
discharge of their official duties: 


RULES FOR THE APPOINTMENT AND GOVERN- 
MENT OF POLICE PATROLMEN. 


Rule 1. A person to be eligible to appointment as police 
patrolman at any of the state reservoir parks under the con- 
trol of the superintendent of the public works, must have 
been an elector of the state of Ohio for not less than two 
years preceding his appointment; he must be in good health 
and free from any infirmities that would be a hindrance in 
the discharge of his official duties, and must be able to read 
and write the English language understandingly. 


Rule 2. All appointments to the position of reservoir 
police patrolman shall be made on probation, by the super- 
intendent of public works, stibject to the rules and regula- 
tions of the civil service commission, and if at any time, in 
the opinion of such superintendent, a person appointed to 
such position proves himself unfit for, or neglects to prop- 
erly perform his official duties, he shall be dropped from 
the service. 


Rule 3. The superintendent of public works is hereby 
authorized to employ one police patrolman at each reservoir 
park, at a salary of nine hundred dollars per year, two 
assistant police patrolmen at each state reservoir for three 
and one-half months prior to and including Labor Day, at 
the rate of sixty-five dollars per month, and may expend 
for special patrolmen at each state reservoir during the

summer months, a sum not exceeding ninety dollars, at the 
rate of $2.50 per day for each patrolman employed, all of 
which expenses shall be paid from the receipts from leases, 
boat permits and sale of special privileges to be derived 
from each of the state reservoir parks or funds appropriated 
for such purposes, but no funds shall be expended for this 
Purpose upon any reservoir in excess of its own earnings, 
except from funds especially appropriated for such purposes. 

Rule 4. All applications for appointment for the posi- 
tion of police patrolman, must be made in the applicant’s 
own hand writing and accompanied by recommendations 
from two reputable freeholders of the state, setting forth 
their willingness to sign the bond of the applicant. 


Rule 5. Each patrolman before assuming the duties of 
his office shall give bond to the satisfaction of the superin- 
tendent of public works, in a sum of not less than $500 
conditioned for the faithful discharge of his duties, and a 
similar bond for the proper handling of moneys that may 
come into his hands while in the discharge of his duties as 
a collector for the state. 


Rule 6. Each patrolman while on duty shall wear and 
display at all times, a badge to be furnished by the super- 
intendent of public works when the appointment is made. 


Rule 7. Each patrolman, unless otherwise directed by 
the superintendent of public works, shall be at the reservoir 
to which he is assigned, by 9 o’clock a. m. of each day in- 
cluding Sundays, and remain on duty until 9 o’clock p. m., 
with an intermission of one hour at noon and one hour im- 
mediately after 5:30 o’clock p. m. and shall be subject to 
call to make arrests, at all hours during the day or night, 
and be subject to any special instructions which the super- 
intendent of the public works deems it necessary to give 
to such patrolman. 


Rule 8. Each patrolman, both on and off duty, in his 
conduct and deportment, must be quiet, orderily and respect- 
ful towards all persons with whom he may come in contact ; 
violent, coarse, profane and insolent language while on duty, 
and any conduct subversive of good order and gentlemanly 
bearing, will be cause for dismissal by the superintendent 
of public works. 


Rule 9. Patrolmen shall not drink any kind of intoxi- 


cating liquors or engage in any game of cards, billiards or 
other games of amusement while on duty. 
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Rule 10. No debts of any kind shall be contracted by 
any patrolman on behalf of the state without the .written 
consent of the superintendent of public works, and wherever 
possible, receipted bills for the purchase of supplies shall be 
taken and all bills shall be itemized, so as to show the- 
quantity and price of each article purchased, and no patrol- 
man shall make any appeal to the public, nor receive pecuni- 
ary assistance for any purpose whatever connected with his 
official duties. 


Rule 11. It shall be the duty of each patrolman to 
arrest on view or warrant and bring to justice all disturb- 
ers of the peace and violators of the criminal laws of the 
state, when the offense is committed on land or water in or 
adjacent to state reservoirs and lands that have been set 
aside or dedicated to the use of the public for park and 
pleasure resort purposes, and when such patrolman deems 
it necessary, he may call to his assistance any one within 
the hearing of his voice to assist in making such arrests. 


Rule 12. In making arrests, no unnecessary force shall 
be exercised by patrolmen toward offenders, but they shall 
at all times when required, act with firmness and sufficient 
energy to enable them to discharge their official duties, and 
when viciously resisted, they shall call to their assistance 
any bystanders who happen to be present and all persons 
so requested to assist in making arrests shall immediately 
respond to such requests. Police patrolmen shall have the 
same power and authority as constables, and their jurisdic- 
tion shall be co-extensive with the counties touching any 
reservoir park. 


Rule 13. No patrolman when arresting a prisoner, shall 
permit or assent to any delay under any pretense whatever 
in bringing such prisoner.at once before a justice of the 
peace, the mayor of any city or village or police judge of 
any municipality having jurisdiction in the county in which 
the offense was committed. 

Rule 14. No patrolman, official or employee of the de- 
partment of the public works shall become surety on the 
bond of any person arrested for violation of the law, nor 
shall such parties be directly or indirectly concerned in mak- 
ing any compromise between parties arrested and persons 
who have suffered by their acts with a view to assisting the 
arrested parties to escape the penalties provided by law in 
such cases. ; 
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Rule 15. Each patrolman shall carry a memorandum 
book in which he shall note the names and residence of all 
parties arrested, the offense for which the arrest was made, 
and all the circumstances attending the same, including the 
exact time and place; also the names and addresses of 
parties who witnessed the act for which the arrest was 
made; he shall also note therein with proper description, all 
property found on the person of the party or parties arrested, 
and where he has reason to believe that any of said prop- 
erty is stolen, he shall take charge of the same and turn it 
over to the justice or other presiding officer in whose court 
the charges are filed, with a statement of all the facts ascer- 
tained and take a receipt for the property thus turned over 
to the court; the arresting officer shall also take charge of 
all firearms and other weapons found upon the person of 
any party arrested, and turn the same over to the court be- 
fore whom the complaint is filed. 


Rule 16. Each patrolman shall make himself familiar 
with all parts of the reservoir to which he is assigned, and 
so far as possible become acquainted with the people living 
in the immediate vicinity of the same, so as to recognize 
them on sight; he shall also visit, as often as circumstances 
warrant, all resorts located on land or water in or around 
the reservoir to which he is assigned, that are reported to 
be the rendezvous of thieves, gamblers and other notorious 
characters and likewise of persons reported as habitually 
violating the fish and game laws of the state, making his 
visit as brief as possible and reporting fully to the superin- 
tendent of public works all the facts ascertained, but with- 
out giving the information thus acquired to others. 


Rule 17. Police patrolmen shall take charge of all chil- 
dren whom become lost or separated from their parents or 
friends having them in charge, and use their best endeavors 
to restore them to their parents or to proper parties in- 
terested in such children; they shall also take charge of lost 
articles turned over to their care and endeavor to restore 
them to their owners, and when in doubt as to the owner, 
they may require proof of the same; they shall carefully 
note in their record books an accurate description of all such 
property together with the time and place of finding the 
same, and the name or address of the person turning the 
same over to them and likewise the final disposition of the 
property. 
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Rule 18. Patrolmen shall render all possible aid in case 
of accident or illness of parties visiting parks; they’ shall 
also note any obstructions to the safe handling of row- 
boats, launches or other water craft on the waters of the 
reservoir of which they are in charge and when such obstruc- 
tions can not readily be removed, they shall mark their loca- 
tion in some way to indicate the danger. 


Rule 19. Patrolmen shall at all times hold themselves 
ready to furnish information regarding parks, train service 
and location of hotels, cottages, boats, etc., as will promote 
the convenience and interests of the public; such informa- 
tion shall always be given in a cheerful, courteous manner 
and without charge. They shall also serve notices furnished 
them by the state board of health, and carry out its instruc- 
tions in all matters relating to sanitation at state reservoir 
parks. 


Rule 20. Patrolmen desiring leave of absence from their 
duties, shall first obtain permission from the superintendent 
of public works before leaving their charge, but when neces- 
sity compels a patrolman to abandon his post without such 
permission, he shall immediately make a written statement 
of all the facts to the superintendent of the public works, 
or in his absence, to the secretary of the public works, and 
return to his post at the earliest possible moment. 


Rule 21. Each patrolman, when so designated by the 
superintendent of public works, shall have charge of the 
metal plates for the boats on the reservoir to which he is 
assigned, and shall collect the fees for the same and promptly 
remit the amounts collected to the secretary of the public 
works, giving the name and address of the party to whom 
each permit is issued, with the name and description of the 
boat for which the permit is issued, and he shall keep a com- 
plete record of all permits issued, together with the names 
and addresses of the parties securing permits, and make 
weekly reports. of such collections to the secretary of the 
public works. 


Rule 22. Each patrolman shall file a monthly statement 
on the first Monday of each month of his official acts for 
the preceding month with the secretary of the public works, 
who shall immediately lay them before the superintendent of 
public works, for his consideration, after which the reports 
shall be filed by the secretary in suitable files and properly 
labeled for future reference. 
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Rule 238. The superintendent of public works shall fur- 
nish each patrolman with a copy of this act, which is in- 
tended to govern the actions of the police patrolmen when 
on duty and the superintendent of public works may, when- 
ever he deems it proper, examine any patrolman as to his 
knowledge of the laws prescribed in this act, and a failure 
of any patrolman to become fairly familiar with his duties 
as prescribed in this act, shall be a proper cause for his 
removal by such superintendent. 


Rule 24. Each patrolman, on the termination of his 
term of service by limitation or otherwise, shall surrender 
his badge, records and all property that has come into his 
hands by reason of his office to the superintendent of public 
works, or in his absence, to the secretary of the public 
works, or to any other person designated by the superin- 
tendent of public works to receive the same. 


Rule 25. It shall be the duty of patrolmen to prohibit 
any person from removing stones forming the retaining 
walls of reservoir embankments and against injuring or in- 
terfering with the wasteweirs, bulkheads and feeder gates 
regulating the flow of water from such reservoirs, and 
against interfering with or injuring dock landings and build- 
ings owned and controlled by the state or of private prop- 
erty located upon state lands in accordance with the terms 
of leases granted by the state of Ohio; also against the build- 
ing of fires along the shores and embankments of any state 
reservoir, and against the cutting down or mutilating of 
shade trees upon the state property by any one, and even 
by the lessees of the state, and likewise against the cutting 
or digging into the embankments of such reservoirs in a 
manner tending to weaken or injure them, except by special 
permission from the superintendent of public works or his 
agents, and parties committing such offenses, shall be ar- 
rested and fined under the terms of this act. 


GENERAL RULES RELATING TO THE CONTROL 
AND MANAGEMENT OF THE PUBLIC PARKS, 


Rule 26. Owners of boats of whatever kind, desiring to 
maintain and operate the same upon the waters of any public 
park, shall take out a permit entitling them to keep and 
operate the number and kind of boats described in their 
application, for which the following fees shall he charged ; 
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Row-beats carrying not more than’ five persons, one 
dollar; .row-boats carrying more than five persons, fifty 
cents additional for each person in excess of five; electric, 
naphtha and steam launches, steamboats and other similar 
water craft, one dollar for each person of 170 pounds that 
may be carried thereon with safety. 

Sailboats shall be measured thus: Multiply the length 
of the hull in feet by the greatest beam in feet, and divide 
the result by 30. Fractions shall be counted to the nearest 
unit. Final result will be the amount in dollars to be paid 
for the annual license. 

Power boats shall be measured thus: Multiply the 
length of hull in feet by the greatest beam in feet and 
divide the result by 15. Fractions shall be counted to the 
nearest unit. The result will be the amount in dollars to be 
paid for the annual license. 

Rule 27. All fees for boat permits shall be due on 
the first day of May in each and every year. 

Applications for boat permits, pipe permits and for 
special privileges shall be made to the superintendent of 
public works, and when so required, applicants for permits 
shall furnish said superintendent or his agent, with satis- 
factory evidence of good character before such permit is 
issued. 
Rule 28. Police patrolmen or other authorized agents of 
the state, shall on receipt of the required fee, issue a receipt 
therefor, giving the name and a brief description of the boat 
for which the permit is granted and noting thereon the num- 
ber of the metal plate issued in connection therewith. 

Rule 29. On receipt of such metal plate, the owner of 
the boat taking out the permit .shall immediately attach the 
plate in a permanent manner in a conspicuous place on the 
side or end of the boat, and failure to keep the same firmly 
attached to such boat, shall be sufficient cause for revoking 
a permit, and no metal plate shall be obscured by paint or 
otherwise during the year for which the permit is issued. 

Rule 30. Owners of boats of whatever kind shall navi- 
gate them on the waters of the public parks of the state 
with a view to the safety and comfort of those aboard other 
craft as well as their own, and any reckless management of 
boats endangering the lives and property of others, shall be 
cause for revoking such boat owner’s permit. 

Rule 31. All electric, naphtha and steam launches, 
steamboats and similar craft, shall have an appropriate name 


painted thereon in letters at least 43” high, and no permit 
shall be issued without a proper guarantee that this condition 
will be complied with within a reasonable length of time 
after the issuing of such permit. 

Rule 32. Proof that any cottage up state land, or any 
boat upon the water of any state reservoir, is used for ille- 
gal or immoral purposes shall be just cause for the super- 
intendent of public works to cancel the leasehold for such 
state property, or to revoke the boat permit that has been 
issued to the owner thereof. 

Rule 33. Boats condemned as unfit by an inspector ap- 
pointed by the superintendent of public works, shall be put 
in good repair before the same are again offered for hire, 
or for the transportation of passengers. 

Rule 34. Power boats must use care in landing, ap- 
proaching docks or landings slowly so as not to damage 
other boats, wharves or landings. Failure of parties to 
observe this rule shall be sufficient cause for revoking the 
permit of such boat owner, 

Rule 35. Power boats, sail boats, and rowboats shall 
not anchor within 50 feet of any well defined channel that 
is in common use by boats navigating the state reservoirs, 
and the same shall not be anchored to any channel stake or 
buoys, except in an emergency. 

Rule 36. No person under 18 years of age shall be per- 
mitted to act as a pilot or engineer of any power boat or 
sail boat carrying passengers for hire, and the employment 
of such a pilot or engineer by any owner or manager of a 
boat shall be cause for the superintendent to revoke such 
owner’s permit. : 

Rule 37. Pilots who do not observe due care in the 
handling of their boats shall not be allowed to continue as 
pilots on the waters of any public park of the state and it 
shall be the duty of the superintendent of public works to 
disbar such pilot from operating boats upon the state reser- 
voirs. 

Rule 38. All power boats carrying passengers shall 
have reversible engines, reversible propellers or clutch gear, 
for reversing such boats. 

Rule 39. No person shall be permitted to discharge fire 
arms from the main shore of a reservoir, or from the 
islands within such reservoir, or from boats thereon across 
the waters of any public park, except during the hunting 
season authorized by the statutes, and parties guilty of reck- 
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less shooting on or around such reservoirs shall be arrested 
and fined in accordance with the provisions of this act. 

Rule 40. No lessee of a state lot, cottage owner. or 
other occupant of a cottage located up state or adjacent lands 
shall deposit garbage upon the rear of such lot or throw the 
same into the lake, but such garbage shall be burned or 
removed from the premises so as not to be a nuisance to the 
cottage owners either on or off the state land. 

Rule 41. No boat line company or individual shall have 
control of any state landing to the exclusion of other boat 
lines, or individuals owning and operating boats upon the 
waters of any state reservoir, and all boats shall have the 
right to land at-any dock or landing for temporary purposes, 
but passenger boats operated for hire may only discharge 
passengers at private docks or landings, and shall not take 
on passengers from such docks or landings without the per- 
mission of the owner or owners thereof. 

All boats may land at any private landing for temporary 
purposes, but must not obstruct such landings by mooring 
their boats so as to interfere with the landing of other boats, 
and if objection is made by the owner of any dock or land- 
ing, boats must be immediately removed by their owners or 
owners after they have discharged their passengers. 

Rule 42. No boat owner or lessee of a state lot shall 
build a boat house or dock landing over the water of any 
state reservoir that has been dedicated and set apart as a 
public park and pleasure resort, except by the written per- 
mission of the superintendent of public works, who shall 
first approve the plans for such boat house or dock landing 
before work thereon shall be commenced. ~ 

Rule 43. No trees shall be cut by the lessees of state 
lots to make room for the erection of cottages or other 
buildings without permission of the superintendent of public 
works or his authorized agent. 

Rule 44. Lessees of state lands or state lots shall keep 
the weeds and poisonous vines cut on their leases and shall 
keep their lots, cottages and other buildings thereon, free 
from rubbish, garbage and all other unsightly things. 

Oils, gasoline and other inflammable substances shall tbe 
stored in such a manner as not to endanger cottages and 
their occupants, or other property either on or off the state 
land. 


~ 
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Rule 45. Boats running in any canal connecting with a 
reservoir park, shall limit their speed while in the canal to 
four miles per hour. 

Rule 46. No one shall be permitted to fish from bridges 
extending over wasteweirs or from wing walls extending 
therefrom. 

Rule 47. No one shall be permitted to monopolize the 
public docks or state lands upon the waters of any reservoir 
park to the detriment of others. 


SAILING RULES. 


Sailing Yachts. 


Rule 48. When two sailing yachts are approaching one 
another so as to involve risk of collision, one of them shall 
keep out of the way of the other as follows: 

Rule 49. On different points of sailing. A yacht sail- 
ing free shall keep clear of one close hauled. 

Rule 50. On the same point of sailing with the wind 
on opposite side. When both yachts are close hauled or 
poth tree, or both have the wind aft and opposite sides, the 
yacht with the wind on the port side shall keep clear. 

Rule 51. On the same point of sailing with the wind 
on the same side. When both yachts are free or have the 
wind aft and on the same side, the yacht to windward shall 


keep clear. 


Rule 52. Wind aft. A yacht with the wind aft is 
deemed to have the wind on the side opposite to’ that on 
which she is carrying her main boom. A yacht with the 
wind aft shall keep clear of a yacht on any other point of 
sailing. 

Rule 53. Overtaking. An overtaking yacht shall in 
every case, as long as an overlay exists, keep clear of the 
yacht which is being overtaken. 


Rule 54. Definition of overlap. An overlap is estab- 
lished when an overtaking yacht has no longer a free choice 
on which side she shall pass, and continues to exist as long 
as the leeward yacht by luffing, or the weather yacht by 
bearing away, is in danger of fouling. 

Rule 55. Altering course. When one of the two 
yachts is obliged to keep clear, the other shall not alter her 
course so as to involve risk of fouling. 


Rule 56. Luffing. A yacht may luff as she pleases in 
order to prevent another from passing her to .windward, 
provided she begins to luff before an overlap is established. 

Rule 57.- Bearing away. A yacht shall not bear away 
out of her course so as to hinder*another in passing to 
leeward. 

Rule 58. Rights on new courses. A yacht shall not be 
entitled to her rights on a new course until she has filled 
away. 

Rule 59. Converging close hauled. When two yachts, 
both close hauled on the same tack, are converging by 
reason of the leeward yacht holding a better wind, and 
neither ‘can claim the rights of a yacht being overtaken, then 
the yacht to windward shall keep clear. 


Rule 60. Passing and rounding marks. If an overlap 
exists between two yachts when both of them, without tack- 
ing, are about to pass a mark on the required side, then 
the outside yacht must give the inside yacht room to pass 
clear of the mark. A yacht shall not, however, be justified 
in attempting to establish an overlap and thus force a 
passage between another yacht and the mark, after the 
latter yacht has altered her helm for the purpose of 
rounding. 


Rule 61. Obstructions to sea room. When a yacht is 
approaching a shore, shoal, vessel or other dangerous ob- 
struction, and cannot get clear by altering her course without 
fouling another yacht then the latter shall, on being hailed 
by the former, at once give sea room, and in case one yacht 
is forced to tack or bear away in order to give room, the 
other shall also tack or bear away at as nearly the same 
time as is possible without danger of fouling; but should 
such obstruction be a designated mark of the course, a 
yacht shall not force another to tack under the provisions 
of this rule. 


Motor Boats. 


Rule 62. The words “motor: boat” where used in this 
act shall include every vessel propelled by machinery and 
not more than sixty-five feet in length. The length shall 
be measured from end to end over the deck, excluding 
sheer. 

That the engine, boiler, or other operating machinery 
shall be subject to inspection by the agents of the superin- 
tendent of public works, and to their approval of the design 
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thereof, on all said motor boats, which are more than forty 
feet in length, and which are propelled by machinery. 

Rule 63. That motor boats subject to the provisions 
of this act shall be divided into classes as follows: 

Class one: Less than twenty-six feet in length. 

Class two: Twenty-six feet or over and less than forty 
feet in length. 

Class three: Forty feet or over and not more than 
sixty-five feet in length. 

Rule 64. That every motor boat in all weathers from 
sunset to sunrise shall carry the following lights, and during 
such time no other lights which may be mistaken for these 
prescribed shall be exhibited. 

A. Every motor boat of class one shall carry the fol- 
lowing lights: 

‘First: A white light aft to show all around the horizon. 

Second: A combined lantern in the fore part of the 
vessel and lower than the white light aft showing green to 
starboard and red to port, so fixed as to throw the light 
from right ahead to two points abaft the beam on. their 
respective sides. ; 

B. Every motor boat of classes two and three shall 
carry the following lights: 

First: A bright white light in the fore part of the 
vessel as near the stern as practicable, so constructed as to 
show an unbroken light over an are of the horizon of 
twenty points of the compass, so fixed as to throw the light 
ten points on each side of the vessel; namely, from right 
ahead to two points abaft the beam on either side. The 
glass or lense shall be of not less than the following 
dimensions : 

Class two: Nineteen square inches. 

Class three: Thirty-one square inches. 

Second: A white light aft to show all around the 
horizon. 

Third: On the starboard side a green light so con- 
structed as to show an unbroken light over an arc of the 
horizon of ten points of the compass, so fixed as to throw 
the light from right ahead to two points abaft the beam 
on the starboard side. 

On the port side a red light so constructed as to show 
an unbroken light over an arc of the horizon of ten points 
of the compass, so fixed as to throw the light from right 
ahead to two points abaft the beam on the port side. The 
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glasses or lenses in the said side lights shall be of not less 
than the following dimensions on motor boats of 

Class two: Sixteen square inches. 

Class three: Twenty-five square inches. 

The said lights shall be fitted with inboard screens of 
sufficiesnt height and so set as to prevent these lights from 
being seen across the bow and shall be of not less than - 
the following dimensions on motor boats of 

Class two: Eighteen inches long. 

Class three: Twenty-four inches long. 

Rule 65. A. Every motor boat under the provisions of 
class one, shall be provided with a whistle or other sound 
producing mechanical appliance capable of producing a blast 
of two seconds or more in duration, and in the case of such 
boats so provided, a blast of at least two seconds shall be . 
deemed a prolonged blast. within the meaning of the law. 

B. Every motor boat of class two or three shall be 
provided with an efficient bell, which shall be not less than 
eight inches across the mouth on board of vessels of class 
three. 

Rule 66. Every motor boat subject to any of the pro-- 
visions of this act, shall carry either life preservers or life 
belts, or buoyant cushions, or ring buoys, or other device, 
sufficient to sustain afloat every person on board and so 
placed as to be readily accessible. All motor boats carrying 
passengers for hire shall carry one life preserver of the sort 
prescribed for every passenger carried. 

Every motor boat shall carry an anchor of sufficient 
weight to anchor in case of engine or other trouble. 

Motor boats hired at launch liveries are construed as 
carrying passengers for hire. 

Life preservers and other boat equipment shall be ap- 
proved by the superintendent of public works or his author- 
ized agents. 

Rule 67. Every boat operating upon state reservoirs 
for hire shall carry, ready for immediate use, the means of 
promptly and effectually extinguishing burning gasoline or 
oil; salt and sand mixed, and kept in a pail or other re- 
ceptacle ready for use, may be used. 

Rule 68. A sailing yacht shall carry the following lights: 

First: A white light aft to show all around the horizon. 

Second: A’ combined lantern in the fore part of the 
yacht and lower than the white light aft showing green to 
starboard and red to port, so fixed as to throw the light 
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from right ahead to two points abaft the beam on their 
respective sides. 

Rule 69. Row boats or canoes shall carry white light 
visible all around the horizon, located at the front end of 
the boat, and it shall not be permitted to carry lights on 
the floor of the boat or canoe. 

Rule 70. Boats in distress shall give notice thereof by a 
series of rapid blasts of the whistle, or by continuous ring- 
ing of the bell, and all boats within hearing shall immedi- 
ately hasten to the relief of the vessel in distress. 

Any one giving a false signal of distress may be de- 
prived of the privilege of operating boats upon the water of 
any state park, by the superintendent of public works. 

Rule 71. A white light is to be shown by boats while 
at anchor, which shall be visible all around the horizon. 

Rule 72. The superintendent of public works shall 
publish this act in pamphlet form with proper diagram and 
supply every boat owner with said pamphlet upon appli- 
cation. 

Rule 73. No searchlights of any description will be 
permitted upon boats operating upon the state reservoir 
parks, except for the purpose of making landings, and 
under no circumstances shall a pilot or owner flash or cause 
to be flashed the rays of a searchlight into the pilot house 
of a passing boat. 

Signals. 


Rule 74. In all weathers every motor boat under way 
in taking any course authorized or required by these rules 
shall indicate that course by the following signals on her 
whistle to be accompanied, wherever required, by correspond- 
ing alteration of her helm; and every vessel receiving a 
signal from another shall promptly respond with the same 
signal or sound the danger signal as provided in rule 75. 


One blast means, ‘“I am directing my course to star- 
board” except when two boats are approaching each other 
at right angles or obliquely, other than when one boat is 
overtaking another, one short blast signifies intention of 
boat which is to starboard of the other to hold course and 
speed. 


Two blasts mean, “I am directing my course to port,” 
except that when two boats are approaching each other at 
right angles or obliquely, other than when one boat, is 
overtaking another, two short blasts signify desire of, or 
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assent to beat which is to port of the other to cross the 
bow of boat to starboard. \ 


Rule 75. If, when boats are approaching each other, 
the pilot of either vessel fails to understand the course or 
intention of the other, whether from signals being given or 
answered erroneously, or from other causes the pilot so in 
doubt shall immediately signify the same by giving the 
danger signal of four or more short and rapid blasts of the 
whistle; and if both boats shall have approached within one- 
fourth mile of each other, both shall be immediately slowed 
to a speed barely sufficient for steerage-way, and if neces- 
sary, stopped and reversed, until the proper signals are 
given, answered, and understood, or until the boats shall 
have passed each other. 


Rule 76. Motor boats are forbidden to use what has 
become technically known among pilots as “cross signals”’— 
that is—answering one whistle with two, and answering two 
whistles with one. In all cases, and under all circumstances, 
a pilot receiving either of the whistle signals provided in 
the rules, which for any reason he deems injudicious to 
comply with, instead of answering it with a cross signal, 
shall at once sound the danger signal and observe the rule 
applying thereto (rule 75). 


Rule 77. The signals for passing, by blowing of the 
whistle shall be given unanswered by pilots in compliance 
with these rules, not only when meeting “head and head” 
or nearly so, but at all times when passing or meeting at a 
distance within a quarter of a mile of each other, and 
whether passing to the starboard or port. 


Situations. 


Rule 78. When boats are approaching each other “head 
to head,” or nearly so, it shall be the duty of each boat to. 
pass on the port side of the other; and the pilot of either 
boat may be first in determining to pursue this course, and 
thereupon shall give, as a signal of his intention, one short 
and distinct blast of his whistle, which the pilot of the other 
boat shall answer promptly by a similar blast of his whistle, 
and thereupon such boats shall pass on the port side of each 
other. But if the courses of such boats are so far on the 
starboard of each other as not to be considered by pilots as 
meeting “head to head,” or nearly so, the pilot so first 
deciding shall immediately give two short and distinct blasts 
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of his whistle, which the pilot of the other boat shall 
answer promptly. by two similar blasts of his whistle, and 
they shall pass on the starboard side of each other. In the 
night, boats will be considered as meeting “head to head,” 
so long as both the colored lights of each are in view of the 
other. 

Rule 79. Whenever a boat is nearing a short bend or 
curve in the channel, where from the height of the banks 
or other cause, a boat approaching from the opposite direc- 
tion can not be seen for a distance of a quarter of a mile, 
the pilot of such boat, when he shall have arrived within 
one quarter of a mile of such curve or bend, shall give a 
signal by one long blast of the whistle, which signal shall 
be answered by a similar blast given by the pilot of any 
boat within hearing that may be approaching on the other 
side, and within a quarter of a mile of such bend or curve. 
Should such signal be so answered by a boat upon the 
farther side of such bend, then the usual signals for meeting 
and passing shall immediately be given and answered; but 
if the first signal of such pilot be not answered, he is to 
consider the channel clear and govern himself accordingly. 

Rule 80. When one boat is overtaking another, and 
the pilot of a boat which is astern shall desire to pass on 
the right or starboard hand of the boat ahead, he shall give 
one short blast of the whistle, as a signal of such desire and 
intention, and shall put his helm to port; or if he shall 
desire to pass on the left or port side of the boat ahead, he 
shall give two short blasts of the whistle as a signal of 
such desire and intention, and shall put his helm to a star- 
board and the pilot of the boat ahead shall answer by the 
same signals; or if he does not think it safe for the boat 
astern to attempt to pass at that point he shall immediately 
signify the same by giving four or more short and rapid 
blasts of the whistle, and under no circumstances shall the 
boat astern attempt to pass the boat ahead until such time 
as they have reached a point where it can be safely done, 
when said boat ahead shall signify her willingness by blow- 
ing the proper signals. The boat ahead shall in no case 
attempt to cross the bow or crowd upon the course of the 
passing boat. Every boat coming up with another boat 
from any direction more than two points abaft her beam— 
that is—in such a position, with reference to the boat which 
she is overtaking, that at night she would be unable to see 
either of that boat’s side lights, shall be deemed to be an 
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overtaking boat; and no subsequent alteration of the bear- 
ing between the two boats shall make the overtaking boat a 
crossing boat within the meaning of these rules, or relieve 
her of the duty of keeping clear of the overtaken boat until 
she is finally passed and clear. As by day the overtaking 
boat can not always know with certainty whether she is 
forward of or abaft this direction from the other boat she 
should, if in doubt, assume that she is an overtaking boat 
and keep out of the way. 

Rule 81. In all channels less than five hundred feet in 
width, no motor boat shail pass another going in the same 
direction unless the motor boat ahead be disabled or signify 
her willingness that the boat astern shall pass, when the 
boat astern may pass, subject, however, to the other rules 
applicable. to such a situation, and when motor boats pro- 
ceeding in opposite directions are about to meet in such 
channels, both such boats shall be slowed down to a moder- 
ate speed according to the circumstances. 

Rule 82. When two motor boats are approaching each 
other at right angles or obliquely so as to involve risk of 
collision other than when one boat is overtaking another, 
the boat which has the other on her own port side shall hold 
her course and speed; and the boat which has the other 
on her own starboard side shall keep out of the way of the 
other by directing her course to starboard so as to cross the 
stern of the other boat, or, if necessary to do so, slacken 
her speed or stop or reverse. The boat having the other 
on her port bow shall blow one blast of her whistle as a 
signal o fher intention to cross the bow of the other, holding 
her course and speed, which signal shall be promptly an- 
swered by the other boat by one short blast of her whistle 
as a signal of her intention to direct her course. to starboard, 
so as to cross the stern of the other boat or otherwise keep ° 
clear, 

If from any cause whatever the conditions covered by 
this situation are such as to prevent immediate compliance 
with each other’s signals, the misunderstanding or objection 
shall be at once made apparent by blowing the danger signal, 
and both boats shall be stopped, and backed if necessary, 
until signals for passing with safety are made and under- 
stood. 

Rule 83. When two motor boats are approaching each 
oither at right angles or obliquely, other than when one boat 
is overtaking another, so that the boat having the other on 


her own starboard side may cross the bow of the other, 
without involving risk of collision, the steamer having the 
other on her own starboard side may cross the bow of the 
other. If the boats are within a quarter of a mile of each 
other, the boat having the other on her own starboard side 
shall give, as a signal of her intention to cross the bow of 
the other, two short and distinct blasts of her whistle which 
if assented to, the other boat shall promptly answer by two 
similar blasts of her whistle, when the boat having the other 
on her own starboard bow may cross the bow of the other, 
in which case the boat having the other on her own port 
side shall keep out of the way of the other. If, however, 
the boat having the other on her own port side deems it 
dangerous for the other steamer to cross her bow, she shall 
sound the danger signal, in which case both boats shall be 
stopped, and backed if necessary, until signals for passing 
with safety are made, answered, and understood. 

Rule 84. When a motor boat and a sailing vessel or 
row boat are proceeding in such directions as to involve 
risk of collision, the motor boat shall keep out of the way 
of the sailing vessel or row boat. 

Rule 85. In obeying and construing these rules, due 
regard shall be had to all dangers of navigation and collision 
and to any special circumstances which may render a de- 
parture from the above rules necessary in order to avoid 
immediate danger. 


For Signals. 


’ Rule 86. Whenever there is thick weather by reason of 
fog, mist, falling snow, heavy rain storms, or other causes, 
whether by day or night, fog signals shall be used as follows: 


A motor boat under way shall sound at intervals of not 
more than one minute three distinct blasts of her whistle. 
Any boat at anchor and any boat aground in or near a 
channel or fairway shall, at intervals of not more than two 
minutes, blow her whistle rapidly for three to five seconds. 


Rule 87. Speed to be moderate in fog, and so forth. 

_Every motor boat shall, in thick weather, by reason of 
fog, mist, falling snow, heavy rain storms, or other causes, 
go at moderate speed. A motor boat bearing, apparently 
not more than four points from right ahead, the fog signal 
of another boat shall at once reduce her speed to bare 
steerageway, and navigate with caution’ until the boats shall 
have passed each other, 
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Rule 88. All motor boats shall have a copy in pamphlet 
form of the pilot rules on board, and where practicable, a 
copy thereof shall be kept conspicuously posted in the boat. 


Night Navigation. 


The following i is merely explanatory of the laws relating 
to the same: 

The following diagrams showing situations of boats at 
night as indicated by lights are to be closely studied by the 
pilots and strictly observed under penalty: 
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FIRST SITUATION, 


In this situation the two colored lights will be visible to 
the pilot of each power boat, which will indicate the direct 
approach of the boats “head and head” toward each other. 
In this situation the pilot of each power boat, which will 
indicate the direct approach of the boats “head and head” 
toward each other. In this situation the pilot of each boat 
shall “port his helm,” thereby turning the boat to starboard 
(right) and pass the other boat on his port side, signifying 
such course by one blast of the whistle. 
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In this situation the green light only will be visible. to 
the pilot of each power boat, which will indicate that each 
boat is passing the other on its starboard (right) side. Each 
boat. shall continue on such course and so signify by two 


blasts of the whistle. 
a3Ue 
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In this situation the red light only will be visible to the 
pilot of each power boat, which will indicate that each boat 
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is passing the other on its port (left) side. Each boat shall 
continue on such course and so signify by one blast of the 
whistle. 
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FOURTH SITUATION. 


In this situation one steamer is overtaking another 
steamer from some point within the angle of two points 
-abaft the beams of the overtaken steamer. The overtaking 
steamer may pass on the starboard or port side of the 
steamer ahead after the necessary signals for passing have 
been given, with assent of the overtaken steamer. 


FIFTH AND SIXTH SITUATIONS. 


When. power boats are approaching each other in an 
oblique direction, as indicated in the diagram of the Fifth 
sand Sixth Situations, so that a continuation of their courses 
would involve risk of collision, the boat which has the other 
on her own starboard (right) side shall keep out of the 
way of the other and shall, if necessary to do so, slacken 
her speed, stop, or reverse, or alter her course to avoid 
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danger of collision, and so signify by proper blasts as pro- 
vided for different courses in foregoing paragraphs, and in 
all events keep clear of the power boat having the right of 
way. 

SANITATION RULES. 


Rule 89. The territory included within any state park 
or pleasure resort and surrounding lands extending back 
one-fourth of a mile therefrom, is hereby designated a 
special sanitary district, to be under the control and man- 
agement of the state board of health for sanitary purposes. 


Rule 90. The state board of health shall have power to 
make and enforce rules and regulations relating to the loca- 
tion, construction and repair of stockyards, hog-pens, stables, 
privies, cesspools, sinks, plumbing, drains and all other places 
where offensive substances or liquids may accumulate within 
such -sanitary district, and said board of health shall have 
power to abate all such nuisances, and may remove or 
correct all unsanitary conditions detrimental to the health 
and well-being of the community included in such sanitary 
district, and may, when necessary, certify the costs and 
expenses thereof to the county auditor, to be assessed against 
the property of the offending party, and thereby made a lien 
upon it and collected as other taxes. 


Rule 91. When any specific order of the state board of 
health is neglected or disregarded by parties, after due 
notice, said board may cause the arrest and prosecution of 
all persons so offending in accordance with the terms of 
this act. Notice by the state board of health to abate or 
correct a nuisance shall be served upon parties offending in 
accordance with the terms of section 4422 of the General 
Code. 


Rule 92. No sewer, drain or other connection with 
closets, cesspools, sinks, privies or other places where of- 
fensive or unsanitary matter accumulates, shall be drained 
or discharged into any state reservoir, and no garbage, 
offal or filth of any kind shall be thrown or discharged, in 
any manner, into any such reservoir or immediate tributary 
thereto, and this rule shall apply to all houseboats and 
buildings erected over the waters of any state reservoir. 

Section 2. Any person convicted of violation of any 
of the foregoing rules shall be fined not less than ten 
dollars, no more than one hundred dollars. 
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Caution. 


Owners of all kinds of boats and water craft should 
inform themselves as to the rules of navigation and only 
employ careful and competent persons to operate their boats. 

Extreme care should be used to avoid danger to occu- 
pants of, or damaging of, boats and wharves. 


Signals to Engineer. 
(These signals are used on Great Lakes.) 


1 Bell: Go AHEAD.

Weather Signals. 


A Red Flag with black center indicates that a violent 
storm is expected. 

When pennants are displayed with the flag the direction 
of the wind is indicated, i. e.: 


Rep means easterly. 
WHITE, westerly. 


The pennant above the flag shows that the wind is ex- 
pected from the northerly Quadrants; below, from the 
southerly Quadrants. 

At night a Red Light predicts easterly winds, and a 
White Light above a Red Light predicts westerly winds. 


Reviving the Rescued. 


By carefully observing the following rules drowning 
persons may often be revived. 


Cases are on record where persons have been revived 
after having been under the water as long as_ thirty-five 
minutes. 


It is urged that a persistent effort be made to revive 
every unfortunate of this kind, but to do so one must be 
thoroughly acquainted with the following rules: 
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RULES FOR REVIVING PERSONS RESCUED FROM 
THE WATER. 


1. Loosen the clothing; place the face downward, with 
the forehead resting on one of the wrists, and the face 
turned to one side. Open the mouth; seize the tongue be- 
tween the fingers, covered with a piece of cloth, and draw 
it forward between the teeth;' clear the mouth and throat 
from mucus by passing the forefinger, covered with a hand- 
kerchief or piece of cloth, far back into the mouth, thus 
opening a free passage to the windpipe. 

2. Turn the body face upward, shoulders resting on a 
folded coat or pillow; keep the tongue drawn forward; raise 
the arms backward and upward to the sides of the head 
(THIS EXPANDS THE CHEST AND ALLOWS THE AIR TO ENTER THE 
LUNGS), then slowly move them downward, bending them so 
that the elbows will come to the sides and the hands cross 
on the pit of the stomach, and press them gently but strongly 
against the sides and chest (THIS FORCES THE AIR OUT OF THE 
LUNGS). Continue these two movements (WHICH PRODUCE 
ARTIFICIAL BREATHING) very deliberately about ten or twelve 
times in a minute, and without ceasing, until the patient 
breathes naturally, or until satisfied that life is extinct. 

3. While this is being done a little friction on the chest 
may be produced by rubbing gently with a warm flannel, 
and the body may be stripped and wrapped in dry blankets. 

After NATURAL BREATHING begins, continue very gently, 
for a few minutes, the two movements which produced 
artificial breathing. 

After natural breathing is FULLY restored, give the 
patient a teaspoonful of brandy, hot sling or tea, two or 
three times a minute, until the beating of the pulse can be 
felt at the wrist. 

Rub the arms and legs upward, and the feet and hands 
with a warm or dry flannel. 

Apply hot cloths to the body, legs and arms, and bottles 
of hot water to the feet. 


Caution. 


1. Do not be discouraged if animation does not return 
in a few minutes. THE PATIENT SOMETIMES RECOVERS AFTER 
HOURS OF LABOR. 

2. Do not allow the tongue to fall back and close the 
windpipe while the arms are being worked. 


3. Do not rub the legs and arms until natural breathing 
is restored. 

4. Do not put any liquid in the mouth until natural 
breathing is FULLY restored. 

5. Do not roll the body or handle it roughly. 

6. Do not allow the head to hang down. 


TAXES.
